held our F.H.A. mortgage. We 
were happy with the service they 
had given us since we built in 1948. 
A Title-I, F.H.A. loan was consid- 
ered, but repayment time was too 
short in 1956. (Like so many other 
things, Title-I loans are more of a 
home improvement bargain now. 
Today, we’d take advantage of 
their better terms.) 

We owned a good equity in a good 
house, so were able to refinance to 
get money for our addition. This 
was a straight bank loan at five per- 
cent to replace our F.H.A. original 
of four-and-half. (Some extra serv- 
ices came too, so the increase was 
less than it seemed.) 

We kept repayment time the 
same—just raised monthly pay- 
ments—because it was timed to ex- 
pire as children enter college. 

When we first started scheming 
and dreaming, we figured around 
$2,000 would be enough. At that 
time, our addition was going to be 
little more than a glassed-in “farm” 
porch to meet two big needs: 


A mud room. Someplace to cor- 
ral children as they ran in—usually 
with Alfred, the dog—splattering 
a lot of lowa mud. All entrances 
led straight into kitchen or living 
room and that was really hectic on 
a winter day. Children needed bet- 
ter coat, overshoe storage, too. 


Place for washer, dryer. The 
washer was crowded into kitchen; 
we didn’t have a dryer because of no 
room in our basementless house. 
I needed ironing space, too. 

Chuck wanted a lot—if not all— 
glass. I wanted lots of wall space 
for cabinets and such. The result 
like everything that went into the 
project—was a compromise. 

We had an architect draw our 
rough plans. The estimates we got 
on these stopped us short! 

Builders wanted more than we 
had budgeted for the shell alone! 

“Let it go,’ we thought. And let 
it go we did, for over a year. This 
just gave us time to see we had to do 
something. Children were growing, 
so were other needs, like: 


Informal eating space. We had 
a lovely formal dining room, but 
all the noonday meals and snacks 
were eaten in our crowded kitchen. 


Family activity space. A house 
with two children, dog, cat, para- 
keet, white mice, and whatever else 
is in vogue around the neighbor- 
hood, needs an informal area. 
Wendy wanted a piano, but type 
could afford wouldn’t have 
looked right in living room. 

During 1956, building slacked 
off around Des Moines and con- 
tractors were a little more eager to 
keep busy. Chuck found a friend in 
the business who—to keep his men 
at work—-said he’d do the job ona 
cost-plus basis. 

By this time our plans had been 
altered completely. We showed 
our new ideas to the builder and 
he gave us an estimate. We com- 


we 
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bined this with good, firm esti- 
mates from wiring and plumbing 
people and went after the money. 

Chuck’s handyman experience 
was building a bookcase and a “‘kit”’ 
boat. His shop had just standard 
handtools and a bench saw he’d 
bought for the boat. Since we could 
count on advice and assistance of a 
neighbor in the lumber business, 
we decided to hire shell and slab 
done—then finish interior as we 
felt like it. 

The workmen started one sunny 
May morning. I knew as soon as 
they began to shovel that even 
though our hard work lay ahead, 
the hardest part—getting started— 
was behind us. 

After the workmen finished, we 
just let the shell stand. It was fall 
before Chuck seriously started in 
again. He took a wall at a time 
considering it a unit. 

The floor stayed bare concrete 
all winter. The children liked it 
and it was easy to clean after 
Chuck’s work. We had _ holiday 
parties with slab and studs shining. 

Chuck put in registers for new 
ductwork we hired done. Our fur- 
nace was large enough because 
when we built we felt we might one 
day enclose the garage. 

Electricians convinced us to redo 
our wiring while putting in a cir- 
cuit for my new dryer. 

They gave us heavier wire, a 
100-amp entrance, and circuits to 
handle any future load we need. 

Final cost, instead of $2,000, was 
well over $4,000. But we wouldn’t 
sell it back for twice that. It has 
added only $15 to $20 a month to 
mortgage payments and I’m sure 
has added cost to resale value. 

That $4,000 can’t be broken 
down into a square-foot cost. We 
gained a lot of hidden value else- 
where. We have a ‘“‘new” kitchen, 
thanks to the pass-through and 
new vinyl on floor and counters. 

When washer moved out we had 
room for a dishwasher there, too. 

We have a “new” back yard, 
raised, leveled behind a retaining 
wall. We play badminton and cro- 
quet on what was a muddy slope. 
There’s a terrace we didn’t have 
before. 

The back of the house has “‘new’’ 
personality, which came with the 
room for free.

Artificial respiration 


—know the two best methods ; 


. ee this summer you may face the terrifying mo- 
ment when you can save the life of a drowning victim—if 
you are prepared to do it. The old prone-pressure method of 
artificial respiration has been replaced by either the back- 
pressure and arm-life technique or the mouth-to-mouth. 

Studies show that the back-pressure and arm-lift method 
gets 33 percent more air into the lungs, but the mouth-to- 
mouth method gives a still higher volume of ventilation. 


Repeat this cycle 12 times per minute 





Then slide hands to victim's 
arms, just above the elbows. 
Rock back, pulling arms until re- 
sistance is felt. This will cause 
the victim to inhale fresh air. 


Rock forward with elbows stiff, 
using your body weight to give 
steady, vertical pressure which 
forces bad air out. Position vic- 
tim’s arms and head this way. 


Kneel (on one knee or two) at 
victim's head. Place hands on his 
back, so thumbs just touch and 
heels of hands are just below a 
line running between armpits. 


As in the older method, the victim’s throat must be free of tongue 
and foreign objects, and his head should be slightly lower than his 
body so fluids can drain from the mouth. Most important, start . 
immediately, then send for a doctor. Seconds count. 


Mouth-to-mouth is best method for young child 

The most effective resuscitation A 
method is the oldest—the mouth-to- 
mouth technique. If breathing stops 
because of drowning, electrocution, 
poisoning, suffocation, poliomyelitis, 
start these steps immediately : 

1. Place the victim on his back. 

2. Clear his mouth and throat of 
any (You can usually 
detect unseen obstructions once you 
start blowing into victim’s mouth.) 

3. Place both hands with fingers at 
the angle of the jaw (A); lift upward 
from behind and beneath jaw. Hold 
jaw up with one hand (B) to ensure 
free air passage through the throat. 

4. Place the other hand on area be- 
tween navel and ribs and exert con- 
tinuous, moderate pressure (B).

5. Place your mouth over the child’s 
mouth and nose (B); begin an even 
rhythm of blowing in, withdrawing 
completely, blowing in again. Repeat 
action about 20 times per minute. 
Take a deep breath between intervals. 

For older children and adults, both 
hands should be kept under the jaw to 
hold it in forward position, while 
your two thumbs clamp off the .nose 
(C). Blow air into victim’s mouth to 
inflate lungs but reduce rhythm to 12 
times per minute.

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A medical 
scientist and 
outstanding 
authority on 
the disease of 
aging discusses 
a phenomenal 
question of 


mankind

eath is regarded as the inevitable end result of living. 
No man can live forever is the assumption, and the 
history of mankind supports its validity. 

But as a medical scientist who has been studying the 
most complex disease of mankind—the disease of aging— 
aided by the research tools of our atomic age, I have ap- 
proached this question from an exactly opposite point of 
view: The only factor which prevents our living forever is 
death. This is more than a play on words. 

In the past 75 years, science has been remarkably 
successful in preventing death from a great number of 
diseases. The result is that the average life span has in- 
creased from 40 years in 1900 to more than 70 years to- 
day. This is a 30-year gain within the present century in 
man’s contest with death. It is just the beginning. 

On the basis of all the medical research available on 
the subject, including my own, there is no absolute bio- 
logical barrier to our greatly increasing the life span. 
We can increase it—and beyond the 150 years which a 
few people have already achieved. 

It will help us to go back in the history of medicine 
to 1857. It was just 101 years ago that Pasteur reported 
the first experiments clearly proving that microscopic 
bacteria could cause disease. At that time, most deaths 
were caused by bacteria and viruses. Thousands and 
thousands of children and young adults were dying of 
tuberculosis, diphtheria, whooping cough, pneumonia, 
scarlet fever, and many other infectious and contagious 
diseases. Take one example: Infection and death during 
childbirth. Out of 9,886 deliveries in a Paris hospital of 
that day, 1,226 women died of “childbirth fever.”’ In all 
the centuries before Pasteur, most children died before 
they reached adult life. The average length of life in Pas- 
teur’s youth was 40 years or less. And remember, France 
was then probably the leading nation of the world in 
medicine and science. By contrast, the average length of 
life in countries such as India was as short as 20 years. 


ut in the past 100 years, the situation has changed 
B almost unbelievably. Sanitation, antiseptics, vaccines, 
antibiotics, and related measures have prevented millions 
of deaths from infectious diseases. And the most startling 
of these victories over infectious disease have been won 
in your lifetime. The first antibiotic—sulfanilamide—was 
introduced in the late 1930s; penicillin during the mid- 
dle 40s; the Salk vaccine only three years ago. Infectious 
disease deaths still occur, even with good medical care, 
since antibiotics and vaccines are not perfect weapons, 
especially for individuals who have low resistance, un- 
usual body chemistry, or both. But the problem of in- 
fectious diseases has been so reduced for the average per- 
son that medical research can now concentrate, with op- 
timism, on finding equivalent methods of helping those 
who need slightly different treatment. 

The situation has changed so radically that today most deaths 
are the result of the so-called degenerative diseases—cancer, cor- 
onary thrombosis, cerebral thrombosis or stroke, and imbalances 
in endocrine glands such as diabetes. And these degenerative 
diseases may really be only variations of the master degenerative 
disease—aging itself. 

We have confidence now that medical science will ulti- 
mately find ways to prevent every infectious disease of 
man and his domestic animals and plants. In fact, as far 
as human disease is concerned, this phase of infectious 
disease research is already in what might be called the 
““mop-up”’ period. 

Medical research and practice have succeeded in al- 
most completely changing the causes of death in the 
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medically advanced countries of the world. Instead of the 
vast majority of deaths being due to bacteria and viruses, 
four out of five deaths today are due to degenerative 
diseases. Less than one out of 10 is due to infections. To 


see how far we have progressed, look at the causes of 


death in the United States in one year:

o we see how wrong the people were who derided the 
Tinie theory, who called Pasteur a fool for believing 
germs were the cause of disease, and for believing that 
germs could be pr-v’nted from causing disease. Medical 
science must have time to study the degenerative diseases, 
including aging, before we say they can’t be overcome. 
Granted, this is a greater problem than infectious diseases 
presented. But when people say, “‘ You can’t live forever,” 
they are really saying, “Science can’t discover and learn 
to prevent the cause of aging.”’ I can’t say that this state- 
ment will be proved wrong. I can say that a fixed belief 
of this kind is a handicap to intelligent research and to 
public support. Pasteur had to overcome this same sort of 
uninformed opposition. 

But what about aging? Have we made any progress? 
I think so. Research has now developed a few of the 


basic facts about aging, expressed in three principal 
theories: 

1. The biological-clock theory 

2. The cumulative-poison theory 

3. The loss-of-control theory 

The biological-clock theory, stated in its simplest form: 
People are born with a certain allotted time, a set number 
of heart beats, a fixed store of energy. The sand running 
from the top to the bottom of an hourglass symbolizes 
this theory. When the sand runs out, death occurs. 

Ponce de Leon, searching for the ‘‘Fountain of Youth,”’ 
must have believed this theory in its energy form. He 
searched for waters which would contain the essential 
energy of youth. He believed there was a “‘Fountain of 
Youth” some place in the world that would increase the 
quantity of youthful energy in his own body, thus pro- 
longing life. 

The clock theory is implicit in the three-score-and- 
ten notion—the fixed life span, the idea that once one 
has reached 70 he is living on borrowed time. Many simi- 
lar false notions are still widely believed. Many of them 
are deep in our subconscious minds. They act as a sort of 
voodoo curse. Some people more or less simply decide it’s 
time to die when they reach 70. 

Pasteur’s work literally destroyed the clock theory. 
Once it was proved that many people died from germs 
rather than “‘time,”’ the fixed-span or heart-beat theories 
disappeared. But the theory lives on in a more subtle 
energy concept: that we are born with a fixed amount of 
special energy. This theory is not [ Turn to page 85

Pour 2 cups fresh, vig- 
orously boiling water over leaves.

Why can’t we live forever? 


as easily disproved because the 
“special energies’’ are only hypo- 
thetical. No one has ever isolated 
or measured them. They have 
nothing to do with the chemical 
energy we derive from the food 
that powers the human organism. 
While these special-energy theories 
can’t be disproved, the fact that 
they can’t be measured keeps them 
from being very useful as a research 
tool. 

The cumulative poison theories 
are of two general types: One is 
that our cells accumulate poisons 
from their environment. The other 
holds that metabolic poisons result 
from activity in our cells, and that 
these poisons gradually accumu- 
late to cause aging. In either case, 
the assumption is that there are 
poisons which slow down the func- 
tion of cells and ultimately kill 
many of them. When enough cells 
reach some critical state of poison- 
ing, the organism collapses. 

These theories are weakened by 
the wide range of longevity already 
achieved. Christian Jacobsen 
Drankenberg, a Dane who died in 
1772, was 146 years of age. The 
little Indian brought to the United 
States from Ecuador recently to be 
examined scientifically was prob- 
ably over 140. We have seen pic- 
tures of a Russian (usually on 
horseback), who is said to be over 
140. There are several thousand 
people in this country who are over 
100. The fact that it takes some 
people 140 years to collect enough 
poisons to die while others do it in 
65 or 70 years hints at too wide a 
range of variation for the rather 
static cellular event these theories 
indicate. But, maybe so. 

Such theories, at least in some 
forms, have quite a bit of evidence

to support them. We see changes in 
some cells of old animals and old 
people which are not seen in the 
cells of young people. But we do 
not see these changes in ail cells of 
old animals and old people. Even 
in subjects of advanced years, there 
are many cells which cannot be dis- 
tinguished from those of youthful 
animals or people. Since aging and 
death is a universal phenomenon, 
any successful aging theory cannot 
permit exceptions of this kind to 
the data on which it depends. 

Finally, let’s consider the loss-of- 
control theory which seems to have 
the most facts to support it. One 
reason I favor this general theory is 
that it suggests physiological re- 
search problems. Those of us now 
following this theory are doing re- 
search to test it—research that 
should greatly advance our knowl- 
edge of degenerative diseases even 
if the theory is ultimately proved 
wrong as regards aging. 

The loss-of-control theory is 
based on the idea that as we age, 
all our reactions, nervous and 
chemical, tend to slow down. For 
example, if something occurs which 
raises our temperature, it takes 
longer to return to normal levels in 
later years than in younger years. 
There is no exception to this gen- 
eralization; we might say it is a 
law of physiology that all function- 
al activities tend to slow down with 
increasing age. Look how our tem- 
perature varies at different ages of 
life. In childhood, temperature 
may fluctuate widely and rapidly. 
Every mother has seen how a child 
may have a fever of 104 or 105 de- 
grees and is back to normal in a 
few hours. Very often the doctor 
finds little wrong even when the 
temperature is so high. In the mid-

dle years, temperature varies be- 
tween narrower limits; the very old 
sometimes are incapable of de- 
veloping a fever, even in the face of 
serious infection. 

All of our internal body regula- 
tions, chemical as well as nervous, 
are controlled by the nervous-en- 
docrine, or N-E, system. The cen- 
tral point for controlling the N-E 
system is in nerve centers in our 
brain. These nerve centers collec- 
tively are comparable to the head- 
quarters of a large army or busi- 
ness. The control of our pulse rate, 
blood pressure, the rate and depth 
of breathing, the tension of all our 
muscles, the amount of salt and 
water retained in our tissues, the 
rate and quality of secretions of our 
various glands, and so on, stem 
from this headquarters in our 
brain. The number of factors con- 
trolled is fantastically large, and 
the éfficiency of the headquarters 
which does the controlling is even 
more fantastic. 

The cells of our bodies are or- 
ganized by the headquarters of 
the N-E system. A constant series 
of messages comes into our N-E 
centers in the brain, and there is a 
continuous flow going out to the 
peripheral cells (which control the 
actions of muscles and secretory 
cells at the periphery, or “in the 
field’). Because these N-E con- 
trolled actions always tend to slow 
down with age, I feel this is the 
best of the three aging theories. 
Here is a universal event with a 
universal result which reflects some 
change in the cells of the nerve cen- 
ters in the headquarters. 

What could account for this 
change? Since all our internal N-E 
messages are chemical messages, 
the change must be of a chemical 
nature. There are chemical changes 
that occur with age in various ma- 
terials, leading to chemical ‘“‘stiff- 
ness” and “rigidity.” Many chem- 
ical substances tend to grow brittle 
and less resilient with age. We see 
this not only in living materials 
such as hair, nails, or bones, but 
also in glues, jellies, and even 
metals. Not much is known about 
these slowly occurring chemical 
events, especially in living mate- 
rials. Apparently, some kind of in- 
ternal chemical bonding takes 
place which reduces the flexibility 
and increases the rigidity of some 
materials. We may think of this in- 
ternal bonding and its effects in 
terms of traffic on a highway. As 
long as the cars have the proper 
amount of room, traffic moves nor- 
mally. But if the road is narrowed, 
or the number of cars greatly in-: 
creased, the cars get in each other’s 
way and are forced to slow down. 
Eventually, they may become 
static—like sardines in a can or the 
New Year’s Eve crowd in Times 
Square. We know that events anal- 
ogous to this actually can take 
place among some chemical mole- 
cules. Whether this kind of event 
actually occurs with age in the cells 
of our brains—and, if so, whether it 
can account for aging as a chemi- 
cal event, remains to be proved. 

Until recently, this explanation 
of aging has been open to question. 
We thought that all the matter of 
our bodies was “‘turning over”’ all 
the time; that is, over a period of a

Live forever ? 


few years, we were supposed to re 
place all the chemicals of our bod- 
ies. In essence, we thought that we 
were constantly being remade 
chemically. My own research and 
others’ show that this is not true of 
all parts of our bodies. In certain 
cells, including those of our brain, 
there is a very slow “‘turn-over.” It 
even seems possible that there may 
be some permanent chemical ma- 
terials in our brain. It may be that 
in some of our cells—brain cells 
and muscle cells, both of which 
stop dividing early in life—there 
are cell parts which never are re- 
newed. Experiments going on in 
my laboratory, aided by such 
atomic-age tools as radioactive 
isotopes, may settle this question. 

If there are permanently stable 
chemical parts in brain cells, then 
we will certainly have a stronger 
reason than ever to look for inter- 
nal chemical bonding changes 
which may occur in aging brain 
cells. Then we may ask, “If we can

loosen or prevent such bonding 


rigidity—what then?” 

Medical experience has taught 
us that when we fully understand 
a chemical event, we are able to 
manipulate and alter or modify it. 
For this reason, we can be skeptical 
about the assumption that “we 
can’t live forever!’ Already aging 
may have been brought into the 
realm of chemical research. A few 
years of intensive research in the 
causes of aging might give us some 
important answers. Aging may 
prove to be no more fatal or in- 
evitable than smallpox, polio, 
pneumonia, or tuberculosis. 

Learning the details of the N-E 
system will be no simple job. In 
fact, it is probably the biggest task 
research has ever tackled. Making 
the A-bomb or sending a rocket to 
the moon or even placing a plat- 
form in outer space are easier tasks 
than unraveling the whole endo- 
crine complex. Yet, we have made 
important progress.

Slate-top table is quick to fabricate 








For slim, tapered effect, bevel edges of top. Do one end first 
to determine best degree of bevel—probably 45 degrees. Legs 
are mitered 2x4s; fasten with glue, finishing nails. Fasten legs 
to top with glue, screws. Triangular glue blocks add strength. 
When finished, the table measures 13 inches high. 





Before it’s set in tile mastic, slate is laid out in random pattern. 
Figure about % of an inch between pieces. Carefully remove 
slate (numbering pieces for replacement), and apply mastic with 
notched spreader. Set tile. Before you use grout, give slate coat 
of colorless epoxy resin finish. This simplifies cleanup later.

Renew an old cabinet with paint and paper 





Cut legs flush with “apron.” New, 
modern base is rectangle of 1x3s, 
butt-jointed together and fastened 
with nails and glue. 

Mount it to base of cabinet 
with metal mending plates.

When you

Nineteen ways you can make water do more work 





A summer shower, one inch deep, adds 600 gallons of wa- 
ter to each 1000 square feet on your lot. Most plants will 
survive on much less, but an inch of water a week during 
the growing season keeps them growing at optimum rates. 

When the rains don’t come, you have a choice: artificial 
rain or a dried-up lawn and dusty garden. But adding water 
with a hose has practical limitations. To add 600 gallons, 
using a 50-foot hose and a sprinkler, will take you 3 hours 
and 20 minutes, even if you keep the faucet wide open. 

To add an inch of water to a 50x100-foot lawn, with the 
same equipment, will take 3,000 gallons and 16 hours. This 
is a lot of time and water, but you can save on both. 





Lawns: Feed the grass. Well- 
fed grass develops deep roots 
that can gather moisture from 
a greater volume of soil. 

Get rid of the weeds. Every 
weed left in your lawn will take 
several gallons of water out 
of the soil. 

Aerate your lawn, if a lot of water runs off when it rains 
and when you sprinkle. This will increase absorption rate. 

Water deeply. The first water you add doesn’t do much 
good—water that soaks down 8 inches is more valuable. 





Perennials, annuals: Spread 
mulches as extensively as possible. 
They can make an inch of rain 
last 14 days or more, instead of 7. 
Don’t cultivate around flowers 
any more than necessary. Deep 
cultivation increases water loss. 
Don’t crowd your plants. Give them plenty of soil space 
so too many aren’t drinking out of the same jug of water. 
If plants are starting to wilt, but rain is predicted within 
24 hours, turn the hose on the tops. Freshen them tempo- 
rarily. No rain predicted? Then soak 6 to 8 inches deep. 








Shrubs, trees: Remove grass 
from around bases of young trees 
and shrubs planted in lawn areas. 

Mulch young shrubs and trees, 
but only after mulching annuals 
and perennials which are more 
sensitive to a water shortage. 

Moisten the soil at least 15 inches deep each time you 
water. That’s where most of the roots are, and that’s where 
the water has to reach if it is to be useful. 

If there’s a water shortage, spray valuable evergreens and 
shrubs with geon latex to reduce water loss. This chemical 
gives plants a protective film that cuts down on evaporation. 
It is available at garden centers and seed stores.

General suggestions: Thin out 
crowded annuals and perennials. 
Reduce water needs by increas- 
ing space devoted to paths and 
play areas. Widen gravel drives to 
at least 8 feet to reduce grass area. 
Don’t plant flowers with high 
water requirements near big shrubs and trees where they 
have to compete for limited soil moisture. 
Plant shrubs and flowers with high water requirements 
where they will get some protection from summer winds. 
If you must water often when there are strong winds, use 
sprinklers with a coarse spray to reduce evaporation. Re- 
duce runoff by slow soaking. Use retaining strips on banks.
